QUESTION  OF  AMENDMENT— Provisional  Conferences  amend  Para- 
graph 17  Article  11  of  1939  Discipline;  Add  to  paragraph  the  words  of  the 
provisional  annual  Conferences  to  read  as  follows:  ''The  Central  Confer- 
ences shall  be  composed  of  as  many  delegates  as  shall  be  determined  by 
a  basis  established  by  the  Central  Conferences.  The  Delegates  shall  be 
Ministerial  and  Lay  in  Equal  Numbers,  the  Ministerial  Delegates  to  be 
elected  by  the  Ministerial  Members  and  the  Lay  Delegates  by  the  Lay 
Members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  of  Provisional  Annual  Conferences. 

The  vote  was  taken — 124  legal  votes.

WORLD  SERVICE  AND  FINANCE 

WHEREAS,  the  Methodist  Church  is  faced  with  emergency  needs  at 
home  and  abroad  including  relief  of  the  suffering1  in  war  torn  countries, 
through  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  increased  religious 
activities  for  men  in  the  armed  forces  through  the  Commission  on  Camp 
Activities  and  Chaplains,  increased  missionary  work  in  Latin  America 
through  the  Foreign  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, church  projects  in  industrial  defense  areas  through  the  Division 
of  Home  Missions  and  emergency  projects  in  education  through  the  Local 
Church  Division  and  the  Educational  Institutions  Division  of  the  Board 
of  Education  therefore, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED   1)    that  we  accept  the  following  apportionments: 

World    Service     $10,548.00 

General   Administration 215.00 

2)  That  we  cordially  endorse  the  plan  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Bishops 
for  a  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service,  asking  that  all  our  churches 
share  their  Communion  collections  with  the  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief 
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and  the  Commission  on  Camp  Activities  and  Chaplains,  and  urge  the  ob- 
servance of  this  plan  throught  the  Connection,  and  we  authorize  the  iasu- 
ance  of  World  Service  honor  vouchers  for  the  same. 

3)  That  we  recommend  that  there  shall  be  a  special  period  of  prayer  and 
self-saorifice  throughout  the  Church,  to  be  known  as  the  '-Week  of  Dedica- 
tion" (February  28  to  March  7),  and  that  on  Sunday,  March  7,  there 
shall  be  taken  a  special  free-will  offering  for  designated  emergency  causes, 
and  that  in  connection  with  this  offering'  no  quotas,  direct  or  indirect, 
shall   be  given  to  the  Church, 

We  further  recommend  that  this  week  be  devoted  to  the  most  intensive 
spiritual  cultivation  of  the  official  groups  and  of  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  our  Churches,  and  that  suitable  guidance  be  given  to  the  pastors 
in   preparation  for  their  leadership  in  this  program, 

4  )  We  recommend  that  as  a  goal  for  increased  World  Service  giving  the 
churches  which  did  not  meet  their  World  Service  apportionments  in  full 
the  last  fiscal  year  be  requested  to  increase  their  acceptances  and  con- 
tributions 10  per  cent  to  25  per  cent  over  the  year  preceding,  this  in- 
crease in  contributions  to  go  through  the  regular  World  Service  and  Con- 
ference  Benevolence  channels. 

That  the  churches  which  did  meet  their  Woi  Id  Service  quotas  in  full 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  be  requested  to  accept  a  World  Service  and  Con- 
ference Benevolence  Special  over  and  above  its  regular  World  Service  and 
Conference  Benevolence  quota?  the  division  of  the  same  to  be  made  between 
World  Service  and  Conference  causes  according  to  the  ratios  established 
by  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  the  division  of  World  Service  and  Con- 
ference Benevolence  Funds.  The  World  Service  portion  of  this  Special 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  Dr.  O.  W.  Auraan,  Treasurer,  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  World  Service  Boards  and  agencies  according  to  the 
established   ratios.
